1, :1930, of all plumbers in the State,

Michigan Department. of Health 
which has supervision of the “entores- 
ment of the law. 

Both. master. and journeyman 
plumbers are urged” “by. the depart- 
ment to file their applications for 
license immediately. . Those applying | 
before’ January 1, and . furnishing 
proof that they were engaged in the 
business of master or _journeyman. 
{plumber ‘on March. 1, 1929, and ‘pos- 
sess’ the qualifications required by 


thé law will be granted a license|’ 


without examination. After January. 
1, 1930, licenses will be issued only 
after the applicant has passed an 


‘ examination prescribed by a board 


of three plumbing examiners. Plumb- 
ers’ apprentices also must be Tegis- 
tered. 

Plumbing inspectfon will be start- 
ed after the first of the year, when 
the system of licensing has gone into
